In consequence of the facts that flags 
of truce are ignored, scores of dead

In the meantime, Japanese troops 
in the rear of the companies that had 
hoisted the white flag saw what their 
comrades had done and expressed their 
disapproval of the surrender by

into their rear. As a result of this fire 
from friend and foe, 600 men were anni- 
hilated. The dead fell among the de- 
composing bodies of previous assaults. 
For days afterward the wounded men 
in this area raised 
fluttering 
handker- 
chiefs in their hands in pleas for help, 
but the Russians were afraid to ven- 
ture out to give succor. Within a week 
the last arm had made its last unre- 
garded prayer for help, and the sham- I 
bles was a quiet but ghastly field of 
horror. Among the heaps of dead the 
prince saw two soldiers, one a Russian 
and the other a Japanese, lying locked 
in a death embrace. The teeth of the 
Japanese were sunk in the Russian's 
throat, while the Russian had forced 
two of his fingers into the eye sockets 


of his antagonist. 


The prince cited this as merely an

SGE^'ES OF HORROR 
. 
, AT PORT ARTHUR 


Chefoo, v^ept. 19.—Local students of 
the military situation at Port Arthur, 
basing their deductions upon recent 
developments there, are of the opinion 
that another grand assault is either 
occurring at the present time or is 
imminent. This opinion is based on the 
very heavy bombardment of the Rus­ 
sian stronghold that occurred on Sep­ 
tember 16, for such a bombardment 
forms the usual prelude to an assault; 
on the arrival here of important mes­ 
sengers from Port Arthur at a time 
when the running of the blockade is 
extremely perilous; on £t recent au­ 
thoritative statement that the Japanese 
siege works are completed, and on re­ 
ports from Japanese sources that at 
Port Dalny an assault v\'^as expected 
to take place in a few days. Those re- 
lK>rts were received last week. 
In addition to the foregoing, there 
is the common knowledge that the 
Japanese realize that their continued 
inactivity increases the resisting power 
of the Russian garrison, and their 
consequent desire to make such period 
of Inactivity as brief as possible. 
According to Lieutenant Prince Rad- 
zivil, of the Russian army, who reached 
here from Port Arthur, bearing dis­ 
patches from Lieutenant General Siloes- 
sel, the commander - in - chief of the 
forces of the Russian stronghold, to 
General Kuropatkin, the temper of the 
belligerents at Port Arthur Jias reached 
an absolutely merciless stage. 
Prince Radzivil served with tlie Bri­ 
tish in the Koer v/ar, and he says that 
until he berame aware of the state of 
afCairs at Port Arthur he had no idea 
that w'ar could be so horrible. 
It was set forth in these dispatches 
i3ome weeks a.go that serious suspicions 
were entertained by both belligerents 
that the other was abusing the Red 
Cross flag. These suspicions Jbave been 
increased by the commission of various 
acts by the soldiers of both -armies, 
until now even flags of truce or ^ur- 
reniicr kfe not re/?pected by either side. 
Prince "Radzivil declares that the 
men of both armies are absolutely ven­ 
omous in their antagonism. Lieuten­ 
ant General Stoessel has addressed his 
garrison, saying that the present mood 
of the Japanese indicates clearly the 
necessity of resisting them to the last 
drop gf Russian blood, because if the 
Japanese soldiers entered the fortress 
it undoubtedly would be impossible for 
their ofllcers to control them and pre­ 
vent a massacre. 
In consequence of the facts that flags 
of truce are ignored, scores of dead 
Japanese who have been lying on the 
hillsides for weeks past are still un­ 
buried, and the stench in Port Arthur 
from decomposing bodies, when the 
wind is in the right direction, is al­ 
most unendurable. The Russian sol­ 
diers, who are in some cases posted 
only 50 paces from the heaps of decay­ 
ing dead, have constantly to wear over 
their noses handkerchiefs soaked in 
camphor, as otherwise they would be 
unable to remain at their posts. 
In the course of the assaults which 
took place in the four last'days of Au­ 
gust, two companies of Japanese sol­ 
diers, according to Prince Radzivil, 
found themselves at the mercy of the 
Russians and hoisted a white flag. To 
this, however, the Russians paid no 
attention, and continued to volley rap­ 
idly into the helpless ranks of the en­ 
emy. In the meantime, Japanese troops 
in the rear of the companies that had 
hoisted the white flag saw what their 
comrades had done and expressed their 
disapproval of the surrender by firing 
into their rear. As a result of this fire 
from friend and foe, 600 men were anni­ 
hilated. The dead fell among the de- 
<2omposing bodies of previous assaults. 
For days afterward the ¥/ounded men 
in this area raised fiuttearing handker­ 
chiefs in their hands in pleas for help, 
but the Russians were afraid to ven­ 
ture out to give succor. Within a week 
the last arm had made its last unre­ 
garded prayer for help, and the sham­ 
bles was a quiet but ghastly field of 
horror. Among the heaps of dead the 
prince saw two soldiers, one a Russian 
and the other a Japanese, lying locked 
In a death embrace. The teeth of the 
Japanese w’ere sunk in the Russian’s 
throat, while the Russian had forced 
two of his fingers into the eye sockets 
of his antagonist. 
The prince cited this as merely an 
Incident denoting the ferocity of the 
conflict at Port Arthur. 


JAPS ADVANCING SLOWLY 


Moving Tawsird Mukden With Lin« 
Twenty*seven Miles Long. 
Berlin, Sept. 20—Colonel Gaedke, the 
correspondeiit of the Tageblitt in the 
Far Bast, telegraphs from Muitden, un­

Everything goes to show that the main 
Russian position is now at Tie Pass, 
flanked by hills running out on the left 
and by the river on the right 
Official reports to the war cfiPoe are 


to the effect that tlio Japanese did not 
make any further move towards Muk­ 
den until September 17, when recon- 
noissancos in force disclosed that they 
were still massing at Yentai and Bont- 
siapiitze. No Japanese have been dis­ 
covered east of the latter point.

reconnoissances,

h says, were brilliantly carried out by

Samsonoif’s 
and

Suffered Heavy Loss In Attack On

A dispatch from Tokio to a news 
agency says: “A strong Russian force 
made a sortie from Port Arthur on the 
afternoon of September 18 and attacked 
the Itczshan fo rt which was recently 
captured by the Japanese. The fighting 
lasted some hours and the Russians 
eventually were repulsed wiih heavy 
loss."

Scranton, Pa., ,Sept 20, — Decisions 
adverse to the miners have been ren­ 
dered by Umpire Carroll D, Wright in 
the grievances submitted to the con­ 
ciliation board by the contract miners 
of collieries Nos. 1 and 2 of the Penn­ 
sylvania Coal company, Dunmore, and 
the employes of the Lehigh Valley Coal 
company. 
The grievances of the contract min­ 
ers of the Pennsylvania Coal company 
were for extra compensation for chang­ 
ing the roads from the center to the 
Bides of the chambers. This work, they 
claimed, entailed additional work a n d 
had to be done without additional com­ 
pensation. The men asked that the 
company return to the old system of

Mr. Wales said he thought the 
witnctíses should he called to protect 
him, and when asked by Justice Lyon 
if he wish.ii! a motion to have the men 
declared in contempt, he replied: ‘‘We 
shall see about that later."

Mitchell, said that there was no desire 
to evade anything, and so for as possi­ 
ble he would produce all papers asked 
for by the plaintitT.

Grand Jury Recommends Impeachment 
of Huntsville, Ala., Officials.

lynching of Horace Maples made its 
report, recommending 
the 
impeach­ 
ment of 
Sheriff 
Augustus Rodgers, 
Mayor Thomas W. Smith and Chief of 
Police David D. Ovenon, and that the 
police force of the city of Huntsville be 
reorganized. The grand jury finds that 
Sheriff Rodgers was guilty of neglect 
o f duty or incompetency in that he did 
not prevent the lynching, failed to take 
proper precautions for the defense of 
the prisoner, permitted arson in the 
first degree to he committed In the 
jail, allowed the lives of prisoners un­ 
der his care to be jeopardized by fire 
and smoke, wilfully failed or refused to 
fire upon the mob or to order the same 
to be done when the mob was besiog- 
itig the jail an<l assaulting the garri­ 
son by throwing rocks and other mis­ 
siles, and failing to order or command 
the mob to disperse. 
The jury finds that Mayor Smith was 
guilty of neglect of duty, refused to 
order out the fire department to extin­ 
guish the fire in the jail, failed or re­ 
fused to send police protection with 
the fire department, etc. 
/Chief Overton, of the police depart­ 
m ent is charged with failure or refusal 
to disperse a riot or mob, refusal to 
carry aid to the sheriff on the sum­ 
mons of that oillcer and adopted no 
effective measures for the prevention 
of the mob. 


WROTE HIS WILL AND DIED 


Death Came to Williamsport, Pa., Man 
In Sensational Manner, 
'Williamsport Pa., Sept 17.—C. Fred 
Overhizer, a well-known manufacturer 
and a member of common council of 
this city, died in a sudden and sensa­ 
tional manner.

akill and genius to make it. 


We named it nuiff-broad because 
grandmother started it In an old 
por- 
celain muii; a tall, white, lavender-and- 
gold banded muff. that held more than 
A quart, but was sadly crackod. and, 
for safety's sake. Avas -wound just 
above the handle with line white silk 
cord, 


Tlmt mug -was sixty-eight years old, 
and that silk cord had been on it since 
1842. 
Its familiar kitchen name was 
•'Old Hannah/' 
I suspect that 
the 
Interstices ^of this ancient silk string 
.were the lurking places of that deliglit- 
ful yeast microbe that gave the flavor 
to the broad. 
For there was rarely a 
failure when that mug was used. 


About once in four days, generally at

Perhaps the reader may not know 
It as muK-broad, for that was a local 
name, confined larf?ely to our own 
Maine homestead and vicinity. ]t has 
hcon called mllk-yeast broad, patent 
bread, milk-emptyln;?« bread and salt- 
rising bread; and it has also been 
fitJgmatl^ed by several opprobrious and 
offensive epithets, bestowed, I am told, 
by irate housewives Avho lacked the 
skill and genius to make it. 
We named it niui^-bread because 
grandmother started it in an old por­ 
celain muí?; ii tall, wiiite, laveuder-and- 
gold banded muir, that lield more than 
a quart, but was sadly crackod, and, 
for safety’s sake, Avas wound just 
above the handle >vith line Avhite silk 
cord. 
That muff was sixty-cight years old, 
and that silk cord had been on it since 
1842. 
Its familiar kitchen name was 
•‘Old Hannah/* 
I suspect that the 
interstices of this ancient silk string 
.W'erethe lurking places of that delight­ 
ful yeast microbe that gave the flavor 
to the bread. For there was rarely a 
failure when that mug Avas used. 
About once in four days, generally at 
night, grandmo.ther would take two 
tablespoonfuls of cornmeal, ten 
of 
boiled milk and half a teaspoonful of 
salt, mix them well In that mug, and 
f?et it on a low mantel shelf, behind 
the kitchen stove funnel, w’here it 
would keep uniformly warm overnight. 
She covered in the top of the mug Avith 
an old tin coffee pot lid, which just 
fitted it. 
When wo saw Old ITannali go u)) 
there, wo knew that some mug-bread

WHAT THE KING CAN’T DO. 


Some KoservnHonn of the Koynl Prorofi%« 
tive in 
It is a prevalent and popular notion 
that tlie power possossod by tho mon­ 
arch is absolute and ahnost without 
limitation* 
This is a fallacy* as the 
following facts will attest. The priv­ 
ileges and powers relegated to royalty 
are manifold and peculiar, but tl)ero 
are certain things that a king may not 
do. 
While-it is Quiti> within the province 
of tho royal prerogative to dispose of 
the entire army or navy, and also to 
declare war without consulting any­ 
body, yet our king could not utilize a 
penny of the public fnnils without per* 
mission from I’arllament, 
However 
excellent and benoiicent his motive 
may be for so doing, tho king is de­ 
barred from communicating with any 
of his loyal subjects, and the same 
limitation prohibits him from accept- 
ing gifts from any of his people» except 
in «ases where the otferings are pre­ 
sented through tho medium of an olll- 
cer of the State or an intimate friend 
of his Majesty. 
After an individual 
has been elected by his constituents 
to take his seat in the British Senate 
at Westminster it is no,t in the power 
of the king himself to L'l’ovont tiie 
member from occupying his place in 
that august assembly. 
Of his own royal prerogative King 
Edward possesses full power to par­ 
don a murderer, even after he has been 
found guilty and sentenced to death 
by tho representatives of tho law. 
Yet, by a curious statute of one of the 
Georges, the king is prevented from 
exhibiting mercy or gra.ce to a wilful 
Sabbath breaker. 
To render every 
new law absolute and irrevocable the 
royal autograph must be invariably at­ 
tached thereto, nor is his Mijosty ever 
permitted to perform this duty by 
proxy. 
Even the salaries of the king's ser­ 
vants are fixed by State ollidals, and 
he cannot raise the salary of his own 
butler except by permission or out of 
his own private purse. 
That the king 
can do no w’rong is obviously the view 
taken by his counselors, for by the 
laws that hedge the throne no person 
can take action against his Majesty, 
and he cannot be arrested by the eniis* 
saries of tho law on any pretext what-* 
ever.—London Hour (Jlass.

Sensational Double Suicide in York. 


York, Sept. 19.—A sensation which 
dumbfounded tlie citizens of York came 
to light early this morning, when Michael 
Schall, a prominent business man, and 
Miss Nettie C. Gotwalt were found dead 
in the girrs apartments on South Water 
street, near King, the couple having com- 
mitted suicide by asphyxiation. 


Jlr. Schall and Miss Gotwalt spent yes- 
terday at Penn-Mar and returned last 
night, going to her rooms. 
John Gotwolt 
an extra motorman of tho York County 
Ti'action Co., who lives in the same house 
on 
S. Water street, 
arose early this 
morning to go to the car barn. 
He detect- 
ed an odor of gas, but paid little attention 
to it. 
His services not being required, he 
returned home about 7 o'clock and on en- 
tering the house was almost stifled by the 
gag. 
He found the door to Miss Gotwalt's 
room locked and forcing an entrance found 
her lying across the bed, and Mr. Schall 
sitting in a rocking chair, and the gas jet 
turned on full. 


He immediately called the coroiier, and 
a jury was empannelled, who rendered a 
verdict of suicide by inhaling illuminating 
gas. 


The suicide was deliberately planned, 
as Miss Gotwalt left a note as follows : 
"Sell my things; the world is cruel.'' 
A disjonited paragraph signed by Schall 
read : 


"We give up what Ave have to those who 
have shown that they love us most." 


Two physicians testified that Miss Got- 
walt had been sufferyig from nevousness 
for about a year, and that Mr. Schall was 
also troubled with nervousness and mel- 
ancholia for some time. 


Schall was about 40 years of age, unmar- 
ried, and was prominently connected, be- 
ing a son of the late Michael Siihall, a 
former banker ana a member of tlie firm 
of Billmeyer & Small. 
He Avas treasurer 
and general manager of the KeystoJie 
Plow Works. 
IMiss Gotwalt was about 33 
years old. 
She was a daughter of Andrew 
Gotwalt, who died one year ago, and was 
manager of the car shops of the Billmeyer 
& Small Co. 
She Avas employed as sten- 
ographer and typewriter in Mr. Schall's 
office at the Keystone J^low Works.

Any person vio- 
lating the provisions of this section shaU. upon- 
conviction before any Justice* of the Peace, be- 
fined in any sum not exceedinar twenty-five dol- 
ars and costs of prosecution for each and overr 
offense.

Sensational Double Suícícíe in York. 
York, Sept. 19.—A sensation which 
dumbfounded the citizens of York came 
to light early this morning, when Michael 
Schall, a prominent business man, and 
Miss Nettie C. Gotwalt were found dead 
in the girPs apartments on South Water 
street, near King, the couple having com­ 
mitted suicide by asphyxiation. 
IVIr. Schall and Miss Gotwalt spent yes­ 
terday at Penn-Mar and returned last 
night, going to her rooms. John Gotwolt 
an extra motorman of the Y’ork County 
Traction Co., who lives in the same house 
on 
S. Water street, arose early this 
morning to go to the car barn. He detect­ 
ed an odor of gas, but paid little attention 
to it. 
Ilis services not being required, he 
returned home about 7 o’clock and on en­ 
tering the house was almost stifled by the 
gas. 
lie found the door to Miss Gotwalt*s 
room locked and forcing an entrance found 
her lying across the bed, and Mr. Schall 
sitting in a rocking chair, and the gas jet 
turned on full. 
lie immediately called the coroner, and 
a jury Avas empannelled, who rendered a 
verdict of suicide by inhaling illuminating 
gas. 
The suicide Avas deliberately planned, 
as Miss Gotwalt left a note as follows : 
“Sell my things; the world is cruel/’ 
A disjohited paragraph signed by Schall 
read : 
“ We give up what we have to those who 
have shown that they love us most/’ 
Two physicians testified that Mies Got­ 
walt had been sufferyig from nevousness 
for about a year, and that Mr. Schall was 
also troubled with nervousness and mel­ 
ancholia for some time. 
Schall w^as about 40 years of age, unmar­ 
ried, and was prominently connected, be­ 
ing a son of the late Michael Schall, a 
former banker ana a member of tiie firm 
of Billmeyer & Small. He was treasurer 
and general manager of the Keystone 
Plow Works. 
IMiss Gotwalt was about 33 
years old. She was a daughter of Andrew 
Gotwalt, who died one year ago, and was 
manager of the car shops of the Billmeyer 
& Small Co. She was employed as sten­ 
ographer and typewriter in Mr. Schall’s 
oilice at the Keystone J^Iow AVorks.

Seo. 2, OP Samk.—Any person or persons of­ 
fending the provisions of this ordinance shall be- 
liablc to arrest and the payment of a fine. etc. 
TO SECTION 2 OF ORDINANCE “ RELATIVE. 
TO PUBLIC NUISANCES.^* 
No person or persons shaU throw, place o r 
cause to l>e placed or deposited in any street, ar- 
enuc, alley, lane, water course, etc., any putrid 
or unsound meat. fish, dead animal, skin of ani­ 
mal, or other oiTensive matter. Any person vio­ 
lating the provisions of this section shall, upon» 
conviction before any Justice* of the Peace, be- 
fined in any sum not exceedinar twenty-Hve dol- 
ars and costs of prosecution for each and every 
offense. 
ALSO TO SECTION 4 OF SAME ORDINANCE.. 
If any privy or hog pen, slaughter house, o r 
place where phosphate or fertUizers are kept or 
stored in said J3orough of New Oxford, shall be- 
kept in such condition that the smell arising 
therefrom shall be offensive to any portion of 
the citizens, the same shall be deemed a nuisanc«.

A PICNIC DELICACY. 


There never was a picnic yet where 
a devilled egg was left 0A"er, no mat- 
ter how many were carried. 
Neatly 
made, Avell seasoned 
and 
carefully 
packed in paraffine paper in a little 
box 
by themselves, 
they 
invariably 
"go to the right spot" and find abun- 
dant appreciation. 


P u t the eggs over in cold Avatcr to 
cover and bring to a boil; tlien push 
hack on the range closely covered and 
let them stand in the hct water for 
twenty minutes; when reauy to use 
throw them ofi! the hot v/ater and turn 
cold water over them; then peel; as 
fast as the shell is taken off cut each 
egg iii two A\'ith a sharp knife; take 
out the yolks, put in a bowl and lay 
the halves together on a platter, so 
that they do not get separated. 


When all the yolks have been re- 
moved mash iiu:> witii a fork and sea- 
son Avith salt, pepper, mayonnaise, or, 
in place of the mayonnaise, a 
little 
raelted butter and a tiny bit of made 
mustard or chopped pickle. The yolk 
luixttu'e should be moist oaough 
to 
pack uicel3'. 
Mow return some of the 
seasoned yolk to each half of 
egg, 
press the halves together Avithout Jet- 
ting the Avhito of the egg get "raus- 
sy" and skewer together with the lit- 
tle wooden toothpicks. 
T w o for each 
one is suQcient. 
Variations in tho 
seasoning of the yolks may be made 
by noing a I'.ttlo whipped cream with 
them, a seasoning of cheese o r ' a foAV 
spoonfuls pf ground or chopped nuts.

a marsh near Whitmore lake. 
Xho second Is s kingfisher’s nest 
containing seven young birds.

nest is In a model bank some seven or 
eight feet long. 
The nest was found 
In a steep bank on tho Huron river. 
Tho birdjs had tunneled Inward at 
least six feet before they dug their 
nest, forming a cavity abou^ two feet 
across, and shaped somowhat like a 
wooden butter bowl. The young birds 
were first removed from the nest and 
then plaster of paris was turned down 
Into the entrance so that a cast of 
this nest and tunnel was obtained In 
Its entirety. 
Then a second cast of 
plaster was made of the river bank.

be obtained, it should be possible to 
decide by microscopic 
investigation 
whether the rock is a rapidly cooled 
viscous lava or a slowly cooled vol- 
canic plug. The solution of the prob- 
lem will throw much 
Light on the 


physiology of volcanoes.—Engineering 
and Mining Journal.

ocean. 


should concern itself with such a mat- 
ter as this. Why should it not leave 
the farmers in tho arid regions to 
look after their own affairs, as the 
farmers in other regions do? Perhaps 
an account of some personal experi- 
ences may throw a little light on this 
question. 


In the early 
eighties a study of 
Nordhoff\6 reductive book on Califor- 
nia convinced me that the creation of 
irrigated orchards and vineyards in 
the San Joaquin Valley was the most 
direct and certain route to the position 
of a multi-millionaire. 
The figures 
were irrefutable. Good. land, with wa- 
ter rights, could be bought for $30 an 
acre. 
In four years, when tho trees 
and vines came into bearing, they 
would return {¡>200 per acre net annual 
profit, and the land would be worth at 
least $1000. A year's profits from 130 
acres would be ?30.000. which would 
buy a thousand acres of fresh land. 
This process could be repeated every 
year. 
In another four years there 
would be 1150 acres in bearing, which 
would bring in a clear profit of $230,- 
000. In ttn years from the start there 
would be 47.150 acres of orchard and 
vineyard, of Avhich 3150 acres would be 
in full bearing and producing an an- 
nual revenue of $030,000. In fifteen 
years there would be 574,320 acres, 
worth in round 
figures 
$500,000,000 
and yielding net profits of 5'10.9G3.200 a 
year, which would bo multiplied by 
ten as soon as the youu:4-er trees and 
vines should come to ynaturity. 


I felt sorry for the poor Vanderbilts 
and Astors, who had to get along on 
$100,000,000 apiece. My only fear was 
that there might be no land left in the 
San Joaquin Valley when I got there, 
but I found, to my relief, that there 
was a considerable amount still to be 
bad, and I succeeded in securing 150 
acres from a philanthropic real estate 


in other States. 


The funaamental defect of all neigh- 
borhood irrigation work has been the 
small scale upon whlc'^ it cruld be ap- 
plied. There are some substantial res- 
ervoirs in Southern 
California and 
elsewhere, but the streams whose w'a- 
ters they Impound arc all insignifi- 
eant. Wiiat is neetled is a system that 
can handle a groat river, Avith all the 
lauds aependent upon it. as a single 
whole. 
Even 
such 
con paratively 
small 
Californian 
streams 
as the 
Kings, the Kern, the San Jcr.quin, the 
Merced, the Stanislaus and the Sacra- 
mento are too large to be adequately 
managed by any weaker agency than 
the State, and when it comes to the 
exploitation of such rivers as tho Mis- 
souri. the Arkansas, the Colorado and 
the Rio Grande no power chort of the 
United States can cope with the sit- 
uation. 
Simply tapping these streams 
by independent ditches means robbing 
them in the dry seasons and allowing 
the vast bulk of their annual flow to 
run to waste in times of flood. AYhat 
is needed is a huge system of storage 
reservoirs like the mighty work at 
Assuan, by which the British are pre- 
paring to create a new Egypt in tho 
desert.—New York World.

This was my first introduction to 
practical 
irrigation, 
which I foniul 
quite different from tho theoretical 
view I had gained of the subject at 
college and from books. 
AYe got our 
water fiOm Kings River by the method 
of ^'prior appropriation." 
A number 
of farmers would form a ditch com- 
pany and stick up a notice somewhere 
along tiie upper course of the river, 
claiming jOO or 200 or 1000 cubic feet 
of water per second, as tho case might 
be. 
Then they %vould pay in a little 
money on their stock to meet the ab- 
solutely necessary cash or.penses of the 
company ana work out the rest with 
their teams and scrapers. They would 
build a dam of boulders and brush, 
put in a headgato and scrape out a 
trunk canal. 
From this each man 
would dig his own branch ditch to his 
own farm. 
Some of the canal com- 
panies were organised on a more, cap- 
italist basis, but dealt in water as a 
oommcrcial 
speculation, but all of 
them tapped the river in the same 


Now. Kings Hiver. 
I'ike 
all the 
streams of the arid region, had its reg- 
ular seasons of iiood and scarcity. In 
tho spring it rose like a little Nile, 
filled all the canals and flov/ed on, 
never missing tho loss. 
But two 
months later it was a trickling rivu- 
let. 
The first dam it struck turned 
the whole stream into the neighboring 
ditch. 
The canals lower down went 
dry. 
Then there was trouble. 
A 
company that had a right by prior ap- 
propriation to 200 cubic feet of water 
per second all the year round found 
itself cut off by a later comer that had 
built a dam higher up the river. More- 
over. the great land owners on the low- 
er course of the stream denied tho 
right of the irrigators to divert any 
water at all. They insisted upon tho 
old English riparian law, -which or- 
dained that water^ should flow as it 
had been accustomed to flow. 


The result was that cur particular 
ditch company, in which I filled the 
honorable but not lucrative ofiice of 
Treasurer, was involved in eight law- 
suits at Dixce. Nor did tho rows al- 
v/ays stop witli suits. On one occasion 
I was requested lo drive to a town in 
the next county, buy twenty pounds 
of giant powder and carry it twenty 
miles to the dam of a rival company. 
It was suggested that it might be well 
for mo to tak:) my Winchester tloug.

twenty-fiv§ 
clams from the liquor, pour cold water 
over and drain; chop them fine, scald 
clam Juice, remove scum when cold; 
add flour enough to make a pancake 
batter and add clams; beat In two level 
teaspoonfuls of baking powder; drop 
by spoonfuls Into hot, deep fat. 
Corn Muffins—T w q cups corn meal, 
one teaspoonful salt, two tablespoon­ 
fuls sugar, two and one-quarter cups 
boiling water, two teaspoonfuls baking 
powder, one big teaspoonful butter, 
two eggs, one-third cup of milk. Heat 
the mixing bowl, mix boiling water 
and meal; add butter, sugar, salt and 
eggs beaten separately; bake one-half 
bour. 
Chopped Meat Steak—Chop one and 
one-half pounds of round steak; add 
to It one teaspoon of onion juice and 
a little pepper; form into a steak about 
one inch thick; place on the greased 
broiler and broil for five minutes over 
a clear fire; lift to hot platter, sprinkle 
with salt and pepper, spread over a 
little butter and cover with sweet pep­ 
per saute. 
Hermits—Cream one cup of butter 
and one and one-half cups of sugar 
well together; then add one cup of 
raisins seeded and chopped, two ounces 
of citron chopped fine; three eggs well 
beaten. 
Add one ta^lespoonful each 
of ground cloves, allspice and cinna­ 
mon and flour sufficient to roll out. 
Roll a little thicker than vanilla wa* 
Cers. 
Cut In rounds and bake in a 
moderate oven. 
Egg Cutlets—Boll eggs twenty min­ 
utes; when cold remove the shell; cut 
In two lengthwise; have one table­ 
spoon of butter melted on a hot plate; 
add to it a little salt and pepper, one 
egg beaten with one tablespoon of wa­ 
ter on another plate and some fine 
crilmbs on stil) another; dip the egg 
halves first in the melted butter, then 
in egg, then In crumbs and fry in deep 
fat; serve with cuiTy sauce. 
Tomato and Rice Soup—Put the con­ 
tents of one can of tomatoes In an 
agate pan over the fire; add to it one 
pint of hot water; one tablespoonful 
of salt, one tablespoon of sugar, three 
cloves, pepper corns and one-third cup 
of well washed rice; cook one slice of 
onion in a little bot butter for five 
minutes, being careful not to let It 
brown; add it to the tomato and rice; 
when the rice Is tender rub all through 
a strainer; add more seasoning 
needed. 
Cauliflower with Cheese—Trim off 
the outer leaves and soak head down­ 
ward In salted water one hour; put lu 
a saucepan head up; cover with boiling 
water salted and boil slowly until ten­ 
der; drain; break off the branches and 
put In layers on a baking dish, sprink* 
ling with salt, pepper and grated 
cbee$e; pour over all one pint of whit« 
sauce; cover with a thick layer of but­ 
tered bread crumbs and place in a bot 
oven until browned; serve a« a cour^ 
vitb saltioe wafers

dant appreciation. 
Put the eggs over in cold Avatcr to 
cover and bring to a boil; tlien push 
back on the range closely covered and 
let them stand in the lict water for 
tw^enty minutes; when ready to use 
throw them ofi! the hot v/ater and turn 
cold water over thom; then peel; as 
fast as the shell is taken off cut each 
egg iii two with a sharp knife; tako 
out the yolks, put in a bowl and lay 
the halves together on a platter, so 
that they do not get separated.

physiology of volcanoes.—Engineering 
and Mining Journal.

FTER a quarter of a con*

^ launched upon tbe reclam- 
_________ ation of the arid region by 
(iovernnient enterprise. 
Lands worth 
three tii^ies the amount of the national 
debt and capable of supportini? 50.- 
000,000 people in comfort 
will 
bo 
wrested from the desert, and the same 
process ihat will rescue some reirions 
from drought will rescue others from 
flood. 
Therx> is a general disposition in the 
East to ask why 
the 
Government 
should concern itself with such a mat­ 
ter as this. 
Why should it not leave 
the farmers in the arid regions to 
look after their own affairs, as the 
farmers in other regions do? Perhaps 
an account of some personal experi­ 
ences may throw a little light on this 
question. 
In the early 
eighties a study 
of 
Nordhoff\e reductive book on Califor­ 
nia convinced me that the creation of 
irrigated orchards and vineyards in 
the San Joaquin Valley w’as the most 
direct and certain route to the position 
of a multi-millionaire. 
The figures 
were irrefutable. Good land, with wa­ 
ter rights, could be bought for $30 an 
acre. 
In four years, when the trees 
and vines came into bearing, they 
would return $200 per acre net annual 
profit, and the laud would be worth at 
least $1000. A year’s profits from 130 
acres w^ould be $30,000. which would 
buy a thousand acres of fresh land. 
This process could be repealed every 
year. 
In another four years there 
w^ould be 1150 acres in bearing, which 
would bring in a clear profit of $230.- 
000. In t(ii years from the start there 
would be 47,150 acres of orchard and 
vinej’ard, of v/hlch 3150 acres would be 
in full bearing and producing an an­ 
nual revenue of $030,000. 
In fifteen 
years there would be 574.320 acres, 
worth in round 
figures 
$500,000.000 
and yielding net profits of ?10.9G3,200 a 
year, \vhich would be multiplied by 
ten as soon as the youu:4*er trees and 
vines should come to inaturity. 
I felt sorry for the poor Vanderbilts 
and Astors, who had to get along on 
$100,000.000 apiece. My only fear was 
that there might be no land left in the 
San Joaquin Valley w^hen I got there, 
but I found, to my relief, tliat there 
was a considerable amount still to be 
had, and I succeeded in securing 150 
acres from a philanthropic real estate 
agent before it was all gone. In fact, 
I understand that it is not all gone yet. 
This was my first introduction to 
practical 
irrigation, 
which I found 
quite different from 
the 
theoretical 
view I had gained of the subject at 
college and from books. 
We got our 
water fiOm Kisgs River by the method 
of “prior appropriation.*' 
A number 
of farmers would form a ditch com­ 
pany and stick up a notice somewhere 
along tiie upper course of the river, 
claiming jOO or 200 or 1000 cubic feet 
of water per second, as the case might 
be. 
Then they w^ould pay in a little 
money on their stock to meet the ab­ 
solutely necessary cash expenses of the 
company ana \vovk out tiie rest with 
their teams and scrapers. They would 
build a dam of boulders and brush, 
put in a headgate and scrape out a 
trunk canal. 
From this each man 
would dig his own branch ditch to his 
own farm. 
Some of the canal com­ 
panies were organised on a more, cap­ 
italist basis, but dealt in water as a 
commercial 
speculation, but all 
of 
them tapped the river in the same 
way. 
Now, Kings River, 
like 
all 
the 
streams of the arid region, had its reg­ 
ular seasons of iiood and scarcity. In 
the spring it rose like a little Nile, 
filled all the canals and fiov/ed on, 
never missing the loss. 
But two 
nionths later it was a trickling rivu­ 
let. 
The first dam it struck turned 
the w^hole stream into the neighboring 
ditch. 
The canals lower down went 
dry. 
Then there 'svas trouble. 
A 
company that had a right by prior ap- 
jjropriation to 200 cubic feet of water 
per second all the year round found 
itself cut off by a later comer that had 
built a dam higher up the river. Blare- 
over, the great land owners on the low­ 
er course of the stream denied the 
right of the irrigators to divert any 
W’ater at all. 
They insisted upon the 
old English riparian law, 
which 
or­ 
dained that Avater^ should flow as it 
had been accustomed to flow. 
The result was that cur particular 
ditch company, in which I filled the 
honorable but not lucrative ofiice of 
Treasurer, was involved in eight law^- 
suits at once. 
Nor did the rows al­ 
ways stop witii suits. On one occasion 
I was requested lo drive to a town in 
the next county, buy twenty pounds 
of giant powder and carry it twenty 
miles to the dam of a rival company. 
It was suggested that it might be well 
for mo to take) my Winchester aloufir. 


1 executed the commission, and when 
I reached th^ dam I found that about 
sixty of tlie honest farmers in our 
company h;.d happened around w'lth 
their rifles» 
prepared to spend 
the 
night. 
'Ihe ^^iant powdeu got itself 
hisoiiofl among the bovld"*rs of the 
dam. and liy morning there was a lit­ 
tle water in our ditch. 
Later iha riparian owners beat tbe 
irrigators m the courts, and their suc­ 
cess led to the passpge of a law au­ 
thorising the formation of irrigation 
districts and the condemnation of wa­ 
ter rights. This law w’as worked very 
imperfectly, as have similar statutes 
in other States. 
The funaamental defect of all neigh­ 
borhood irrigation work has been the 
small scale upon w’hic*'* it cculd be ap­ 
plied. There are some substantial res­ 
ervoirs in Southern 
California 
and 
elsewhere, but the streams whose wa­ 
ters they impound are all insignifi­ 
cant. What is neetled is a system that 
can handle a groat river, w’ith all the 
lauds aependent upon it, as a single 
whole. 
Even 
such 
con paratively 
sipall 
Californian 
streams 
as 
the 
Kings, the Kern, the San Joaquin, the 
Merced, the Stanislaus and the Sacra­ 
mento are too large to be adequately 
managed by any \veaker agency than 
the State, and when it comes to the 
exploitation of such rivers as the Mis­ 
souri. the Arkansas, the Colorado and 
the Rio Grande no power chort of the 
United States can cope with the sit­ 
uation. 
Simply tapping these streams 
by independent ditches means robbing 
them in t'le dry seasons and allowing 
the vast bulk of their annual flow to 
run to Tvaste in times of flood. What 
is needed is a huge system of storage 
reservoirs like the mighty work at 
Assuan, by which the British are pre­ 
paring to create a new Egypt in the 
desert.—New York World.
